When any of theſe Þdians were ſick, they offer'd migh- 
Sacrifices for their Health as they were Cinghy by 
their Forefathers. The Prime Men married their Neices, 
and ſome their own Siſters; and had many Wives; and 
did eat the Indians they kill'd, like their Neighbours, 
When they went to War, they all wore Valuable Or- 
naments: of Gold, great Crowns on their Heads, and 
maſſive Bracelets on their Arms, and carried rich Colours 
before them. I ſaw one they preſented Captain George 
Robleds, the firſt ' time we came into their Province with 
him, which 'weigh'd 3000 and odd Pieces of eight; and 
at the ſame time they gave him a Gold Cup, worth 290, 
beſides two Mens Burthen of this 'fame Metal, in ſeveral 
Jorts of Ornaments. The Standard was a long and nar. 
row Piece of Cloth, ſet upon a Staff, and all cover'd with 
ſmall Pieces of Gold, ſome like Stars, and others round.

The People of the Country living after this manner, 
ſome mighty Tyrants ſtarted up in the Provinces of Col- 
la, the Vales of the Tangas and other Parts; who main- 
tain'd bloody. Wars one againſt another, with great 
Slaughter, and Deſolation, in ſo much, that the People 
- ſuffer'd extremely, and many Forts and Caſtles' were & . 
ſtroy'd, without any Eüd of the Contention. _ .

and Eminences, that they might be ſeen by the People 
of Carangue, whilſt he, with as many $:4:an Men, as he 
could and ſome Women, went to Cærangue, pretending to 
be much frighted, and ſaying They fled from the Fury 
of the ' Spaniards, who had fallen into their Habitations, * 
on their Horſes, and they had abandon'd their Houſes, 
and Treaſure, to avoid their Cruelty. This News ſtruck 
a mighty Terror into them, as not being at all queſti- 
on'd, becauſe the Indiaus appear d along the Hills mounted 
on their Sheep and being at ſuch a Diſtance, they be- 
liey'd, that what Otabalo told them was certainly true, 
ſo that they fled, without any farther Confideration.

of Nature; yet being deluded by the Devil, they thought 
he had Power over all things. However many of them 
being ſenſible of his wicked Practiſes, and that he never 
deals fincgrely, hated, and rather obey d him out of Fear, 
than for any Divinity they conceiv'd there was in him. 
They paid great Reſpect to the Sun, and Worſhipp'd him 


as a God. The Prieſts were extraordinary ſanctify' d, and 
much honour'd in all Places. I could ſay more of the 
. Cuſtoms of theſe Indiaus, which being almoſt general to 
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them all, I ſhall deliver in paſſing through other Provinces, 
and will conclude this Chapter, adding, that theſe People 
of Tacunga in Fight us d, Pikes made of Palm-Tree/Wood, 
Darts, and Slings.
